NEW YOKE, Nov. 8.—As the result of 


messages received at the republican na 
tional headquarters here today by Com- 
milteemen Manloy and Scott, 
from 


doubtful points, Mr. Manloy late this 
afternoon gave out the following state- 
ment on the general political situation:

Our candidate for gov- 
ernor there wires us that we havo car 
ried Kentucky for our electoial candi- 
dates and elected him by a niujority of 
7000. It is high time that the Ameri- 
can people insist, at any cost, that the 
vote be counted us it was honestly cast. 


Senator Scott, in reply to a query as 


to Nebraska, received tie following des- 
patch from Mr, Rosewater, member of 
the national advisory committee, from 
that state:

PRISON. 


CONCOKD, N. H., Nov. 8.— At six 


o'clock this evening, Max Shinburn re- 
entered the state prison here, (from 
which he escaped thirty-five years ago 
while undergoing a tec years' sentence 
for robbing the bank at Wai pole,) to 
nerve cutjtho remainder of his term. 
Shinbnrn reached the city at 4:45 thin 
afternoon, from Plattsburg, N. Y. He 
was la the custody of Sheriff Tattle ot 
Keeno and Detective J. W. Rogers of 
the American Bank association. He 
was heavily ironed and shackled to the 
sheriff, and he smiled broadly at the 
excitement which his return caused. 
He did not appear nervous or de 
pressed. The prisoner denies that he 
is tihinburn and declares that he has 
never been in this city bofore tonight. 
He denounces American justice and 
says he is being persecuted. 


MOREHOUSE'S BODY FOUND. 


Nirw YORK, Nov. 8.—Two bodies were 


taken from the ruins of the Tar rant 
building today. The first was that of 
Hamilton Mathews, a diver for the 
Tarrant company, and it was shocking- 
ly mangled. 
The other was that of 


Benjamin Morehouse. shipping 
and 


stock clerk of the company. Ho bu.s 
been missing since the day of the ex- 
plosion. It will now probably be im- 
possible to explain the exact origin of 
the disaster, as Morehouse had charge 
of the storage books, containing a Iret 
of all the explosives stored in the 
building.

The 
republicans were able to get tickets and 
passes for their voters who were away 
from home and this counted largely to 
their advantage. There is no way as 
yet of judging bow much muney was 
expended in purchasing votes and colo- 
nizing.

We havo rniulo an bone it fighl 
on an honest platform. We have done 
our duty aa we saw it and ?we have no 
egrets. The fight will not be discon- 
nued. It must go on. The contest bc- 
ween plutocracy and democracy will 
ot end until one is completely defeat- 
d."

Earliest In tho Uuit«d Stales K*t»bll»hed 


by Dr. Thomas U. Gallaudet at Hart- 
ford In 1817—Systems of Instruction 
and Their Friendly Rivalry. 


Tho earliest recorded attempt to found n 


school whoro the deuf could bo educated 
was made in the early part of: the seven- 
teenth century by the learned John But- 
ler, u contemporary of Milton and Bacon. 
Ho, however, says of the project: "I soon 
perceived, by fulling Jnto discourse with 
some itttionall Wen about such u designs, 
that tho attempt scoiued so paradoxical!, 
prodigious, and Hyperbolicall that It did 
rnthor amuse, thiin satisfie their under- 
standings." Indeed, it was not until moro 
thnn a century lator, when Do 1'Kpoe, 
Heiniokeand Braidvrood founded schools 
in Franco, Germany and Great Britain ro- 
spoutively, that any permanent institu- 
tions -\voro established for tbo education of 
the doaf. 


It Is a very rare occurrence when n doaf 


persou is inuto for any other reason save 
tho lack of tho Instruction which a hearing 
child receives through his ears. Recogniz- 
ing this fact and that speech is the most 
distinctive gift of man, Helnicko and 
Bruidwood devoted themselves to the 
training of tho vocal organs of their pupils 
and to teaching them to road tho speech of 
others by notltip tho movements of the lips 
and tongue. On tho other bund, tho Abbo 
Da 1'Epoo based his method of instruc- 
tion upon tho fact that all human beings, 
v/hon deprived of speech, either through 
deafness or ignorr.nco of the language 
spoken about them, resort to signs to make 
known their wants. All savngo races have 
u codo of signs by which thoy can com- 
municate with ono another and with the 
surrounding tribes. Ho therefore conven- 
tionalized and systematized signs and in- 
vented new ones when natural gestures 
failed to convey the idea. 


With this system of conventionalized 


signs, brought to this country by Dr. Thom- 
as H. (Jallaudct, a school was opened in 
Hartford in the year 1817. 
It had been 


found, however, that tbo sign language 
did not solve tho problem of giving tho 
deaf a means of communication with the 
world In general. Very fow people under- 
stood tills language, while its construc- 
tion, so fur as there was any, and its con- 
•cisenoss—a single gesture frequently rep- 
resenting n complete sentence of spoken 
vernacular—rendered it unlit for repre- 
senting grammatically constructed lan- 
guage. 
The method of 
spoiling 
tho 


words with tho fiugors by moans of a lin- 
ger alphabet was then pressed into service 
in conjunction with signs. 
This ia tho 


same as writing in foreign characters on 
the blackboard or upon paper, oxcopt that 
it ia moro rapid and moro convenient. In 
this way tho reading and writing of gram- 
matical English could be taught, and both 
tho manual alphabctand tho sign language 
aro employed in certain schools today. 


For many years after tho founding of 


tho Hartford school no speech was taught 
thoro, though today tho teaching of articu- 
lation ia nil 
important factor in the 


work. In 1807, largely through tho efforts 
of Horace Mnnn, who some years previous- 
ly had vipitod the schools of Europe, two 
institutions were established in this coun- 
try whoro the doaf could not only bo taught 
to speak, but bo taught by speech without 
the use of the manual alphabet or tho sign 
language. One of tboso was in Now York 
city and tho other in Northampton, Masa., 
and they aro today largo ami flourishing 
institutions. 


After tho establishment of theso institu- 


tions there sprang up in this country in 
tho ranks of tho teachers of tho doof a 
division which already existed in Ktiropo. 
On tho ono side wore tlio ardont advocates 
of tlio sign language us a means of instruc- 
tion und explanation, while on tho other 
wore tho opponents of signs, who omploypd 
the manual alphabet, writing and .speech 
only. 
Tho controversy has been waged 


with morn or less energy over since; but 
like all the ideas of u cruder nnd loss ad- 
vanced ago tho sign language has beon 
gradually crowded out, until now it is en- 
tirely excluded from many schools and 
used but sparingly in others. 


A single argument brought forward by 


tho son of a distinguished advocate of the 
ancient method in support of this lan- 
guago is enough to indicate its ultimate 
fate, though it luis served a noble purpose 
in its dny. Ho says, "It is n fact worth 
noting that tho signs used by the Indians 
of North America aro identical in many 
instances with those employed by tho doaf 
mutes of today." No one will question 
tbo truth of this observation nor deny 
that it is worth noting, but wo have reached 
a stage in the world's history when wo can 


. lay aside thq tools of savapory. 
Through 


i progres* in enlightenment we are fortu- 


nately ablo now to give our deaf children a 
bettor means of communication with men 
than that employed by tho American In- 
dian or tho African savapo. It is a friendly 
struggle, in which the old school advocates 
of the sign language are the defensive party 
nnd tho oralists the aggressors. Both arc, 
however, engaged iu the great work of 
ameliorating the condition of an unfor- 
tunato class and have much that is com- 
mon ground where, they can clasp hands 
with hearty approval. 


In tho schools for tho deaf in the United 


States today three systems of instruction 
aro used. 
Tho methods employed aro, in 


tho first system, signs and tho manual 
alphabet; second system, speech and the 
manual alphabet; third system, speech 
only. 
Writing is of course employed in 


all the systems.—John Dutton Wright in 
Century.

RED BARNS GETTING FEWER. 


Variety Made Possible NoTvadaya by 


Cheap Heady Mixed PaintB. 


"There was a time," said a paint man- 


ufacturer, "when e\ery farmer painted 
his bain red. The pamt used was callud 
Venetian red and was made o£ oxide of 
iron instead of white lead and zinc. It 
cost Jibout half as much as lead paint 
and stood the weathei well. The farmer 
bought this paiut dry and mixed it with 
oil himself nud put it on himself. Now 
I suppose about one-third of the coun- 
trj's bums aie painted red and about 
two-thirds in other colors, with the pro- 
poition ot red barns still decreasing. 
This change is due somewhat to fashion 
and more to the wide introduction of 
mixed paints reudy for use. 


"Nowadays prepared paints are put up 


in simply homes of colois and shades, 
and many of them are manufactured and 
sold Ub cheaply as the old Venetian red 
\\ us. In the old days if the farmer want- 
ed to pamt any color but red he had to 
mix his o\\u colors. He couldn't get n 
painter to come from tcwn to mii. the 
coloib unless he could have also the job 
of doing the painting. Now the farmer 
can buy paint in any color or shade that 
he wants from sample cards, and when 
he knows tho area of surface to be paint- 
ed he can ascertain just the quantity re- 
quired. 


"There are district fashions in barn 


painting. It might be, for instance, th.it 
in one place the bquire painted his barns 
led and thus set a fashion that his neigh- 
bors would follow. 
It might be that 


some city man who had bought an aban- 
doned farm \vould paint the old barns in 
modern stylo. Then the neighbors would 
say, 'I don't know how much Mr. City- 
man knows about farming, but he cer- 
tainly knows how to paint a barn.' And 
the people thereabouts would be likciy 
to paint their barns more or less like his. 
Thus you might hnd districts where the 
bains would run much alike. 


"In modern barn painting the body is 


of one color and the trim of another. A 
pleasing style is colonial, in which the 
body is of a light yellow and the trim 
white. 
But barns are painted also in 


grays and in other colors and in various 
shades of color and with various kinds 
of trim, and, take everything together, 
the old red barn is being more and moie 
cro« ded by those painted in modern fash- 
ion."—New York Sun.

CONGRESS REPORTERS. 


NOETH SEA ANTIQUES 


HOW THE WILY COLLECTOR DCAL3 


IN FUTURES WITH THE PEASANT. 


Merit, Not Favoritism, Governs the Ap- 


pointment of These Kxjierta. 


The seven house reporters hold their 


places for life/ Tho positions they occupy 
aro iu tbo gift of tho speaker, under whoso 
direct authority they are, but they cannot 
be removed except for cause. None of them 
has over boon dismissed up tc date. A 
vacancy in the corps mudo by death or 
resignation is filled by tho speaker. Merit 
aud not favoritism governs theso appoint- 
ments, for only a first class export can do 
the work. The pay, though gocd, is not 
so high as that of many court stenogra- 
phers, whose labor is not so arduous or so 
difficult. 
It was in 1863 that tho first ap- 


pointments of .stenographers by tho house 
ware made, two men being employed to 
do committee work. It ought to bo men- 
tioned, by the way, thut one copy of The 
Congressional Beoord is carefully corrected 
by tho reporters each day and tiled awtiy 
as official, in case any disputed point shall 
coma tip at a future time requiring refer- 
ence to exact authority. 


The shorthand business over in tho SE»I- 


ato wing of tho capital i,: managed-ou a 
plan wholly different. 
All of it is given 


out by contract to two men named Shuey 
and Murphy, at §35,000 n year. 
Murphy 


is a younger brother of tho famous Dennis 
Murphy, who soiled us an employee of the 
uppor house from the ago of 17 until his 
death at fi7 years o£ ago. Ho had tho en- 
tire contract for stenographic work, and 
employed four assistants, not counting 
amunuonsas. Shuey aud tho younger Mur 
phy now employ three assistants, with sev- 
eral amanuenses in addition. Throe men 
do tho reporting on the lloor of the sonuto, 
each taking an hour at a time in turn. 
There are no official reporters for commit- 
tees, tho work being done by outsiders 
hired 1'or tho purpose. 
There is compara- 


tively littlo reporting to bo done for tho 
senate committees, because all bills for 
raising revenue originate in tho hou«u of 
representatives. In tho senate the report- 
ers uhvuysdo thoir work at u tablo in front 
of tho presiding ollieor's desk. It would 
shock tho diguity of that august body if 
in tho sucrcd precincts of tho chamber a 
shorthand man should approach a senator, 
notebook in hand, to take down his utter- 
ances at close quarters.—Keiie Bucha in 
Boaton Traiiscilnt. 


In Lonbaeh'it Studio. 


For years ho worked iu an tin pretentious 


back building on tlio site where he ha? 
now erected the magnificent house of w hich 
his brother, well known in his special 
branch, was architect. Tho studio is divid- 
ed into throe spacious rooms and occupies 
the whole of the second story. The ceilings 
are richly decorated with medallions autl 
bas-reliefs in d;irk woods picked out with 
gold.

For all this tho nino men out of ten 


would bo wrong. His majesty is known 
as tonno hoi-kn, which means "his im- 
perial majesty." Thus the people of Ja- 
pan address their sovereign exactly as do 
tho subjects of tho imperious kaiser. 


Mikado used at one time to be tho title, 


for it is tho oldest 'form of address in use. 
It has, however, fallen into abeyance, for 
several generations.—Pearscrn's Weekly. 


The I'rague Clock. 


Since tho middle of the fifteenth century 


tho city of Prague has possessed a remark- 
able clock, the machinery of which It most 
complicated. The dial, which is between 
6 and 8 feet across, has a number of hands, 
which mark not only the minutes and the 
hours, but also the days, months, years 
and centuries. Of this clock u poet tells 
us: 
At tho Inffc of tho dial a skeleton stands, 
And aloft hangs a musical bell in tho to-.vor, 
Which ho Tings by a tope thab'ha holds in his 


lioucta, 
In his punctual function of striking the hour. 


Tlio Plan That Mu*>t Now He Adopted to 


Seourr, Specimen* of Old Dutcli 1'urnl- 
ture--Imitations Aro Made uud I'rcoly 
Soli', to Collector* Who Aro Kot rotted. 


Though nearly every dealer in antiqui- 


ties will deny it unless ho sees that by uf- 
ilriuing such a thing cautiously ho can 
got a higher price for tho articles tit pres- 
ent U> his wurerooms, it is a ftiot that tho 
old furniture marts of Now Yorjc aud Lon- 
don—New York particularly—have been 
swept very nearly clean. There are still to 
be found, it is true, good pieces of ancient 
furniture—colonial, Dutch, old English, 
French and Spanish—hero and there, but 
they are seldom pieces of as fine a quality 
and of »s good a style of decoration as it 
was possible to purchaso ten yo;.rs ago, 
while at moderate prices itisimpossible to 
buy anything of great oxcflllonco, save by 
tho barest chance. To the unwary, tho 
badly posted collectors., the old furniture 
mart does not show this, for the trado has 
been tampered with, and imitations aio 
trcaly sold in many quarters. Buying old 
furniture is now like buying Japanese cu- 
rios in Japan—one must bo a keen collect- 
or not to load himself up with plausible 
seeming "truck." 


Holland especially has been ransacked 


by the agents of American aud English 
dealers in every hole and corner so thor- 
oughly that nothing remnirn to be pur 
chased. Tho well to do in tho towns and 
villages, even in the open country, will 
not yield, of course, to tho wiles and per- 
suasiveness of tho dealers' iigouts, even 
whan n very high price is offered. Within 
tho last two or throe yoars tho principals 
themscHcs of old furniture concerns have 
baeii visiting this corner of Kurcpo in the 
hope of doing bettor, but they, too, have 
failed to pick up much of value. It is said 
thut practically evory cottage in the land 
Df tho dikirj has been gone through, with 
iisappoiuting results. 


Old Dutch furniture has such a sure and 


profitable salo today, ei'eu when thu dealer 
himself has to pay high prices for it, that 
this stute of affairs is « most distressing 
DUO. Tho only chanco of getting any speci- 
mens now has como to bo by visiting the 
islands of tho North sea that are off the 
line ,of travel. Thoro the dealer meets with 
soino success, though he has to buy iu u 
most curious \vuy. Ho arrives ut some 
small village or town hardly known to 
tho rest of tho world and, taking his post 
at one of tho tables in thu "taproom" of 
tho littlo t'v%crn of tho place, begins to 
smoke a long pipe and to quuft a mixture 
of schnapps.

IN SUMMERTiOE 


Uo-tr to Cultlntte aud Treat the Bulb So 


«» to li»ve Ute Host Ilcsultg. 


I havu grown tlio Chinese sacred lily 


every winter for yoars, and each year finds 
mo ordering a larger supply for indoor 
blooming. 
• . 


For the benefit of those who know 


nothing about this bulb I will suy that it 
limy be grown either in water, sand, peb- 
bles or soil. 
* 


I havo found in years of growing that 


the bulbj put in water come to growth and 
bloom earlier than those grown iu soil,, 
but 1 have noticed frequently that the 
(lowers on tho water grown bulbs are more 
apt to bo single. It may bo it just bap- 
peus so, but it is generally supposed that 
tlio manner of growtli makes a difference. 
It certainly Is not un infallible rule, as £ 
have had double flowers on water grown 
bulbs uud vice versa. 


l*'or quick blooming choose a dish perhaps 


5 inches in deptb aud with an opcu top. I 
have used n large rose bowl, but these uro 
too snuill ut tho top ami too large and 
deep to bo wholly satisfactory. 1 think 
glass better than porcelain. 
Having so- 


lectud your dish, take your bulbsand place 
them on a layer of aand, pebbles or shells, 
then pack tho shells well around tbo bulbs 
iu such u way that when tlio strong roots 
begin to push up from tho bottom of tho 
recoptuclo they will not push tho bulb it- 
sol f out of the water. This seems to mo to 
be about the only thing to bo looked out 
for. 
Water is the chief essential to strong 


growth, and this must bo supplied fre- 
quently even to bulbs water grown, as they 
Boon drink up what is placod iu u shallow 
dish. I like to kcop my dishes full of wa- 
ter, and it is an easy matter every morning 
to fill thu glasses. It is not necessary Unit 
the bulbs should be covered with wutur, 
but it is uccy.-siu\v that they should be 
about half submerged. 


Bits of charcoal placed in the water will 


keep it swout, and a little ammonia in tho 
water will assist in nourishing tho bulb. 


Lust winter I grew some eight bulbs In 


a box, and when I s»y oight J^ mean eight 
large bulbs, and the*st> wero surrounded by 
some four or five bmuller ones, so probably 
there wero some 80 or 40 bulbs altogethur. 
The box was about U inches in depth, was 
filled with good soil, and the bulbs \\ero 
more than half covoiod with It. They wore 
puckod in about us closely us they could 
be, room only being loft through which 
the water could easily run down to the 
thirsty roots. The bos was set iu a south 
window in a room in which no lire was 
kept, but opening off from one k°ut very 
well warmed. The bulbs wero watered 
freely and frequently. The soil may bo al- 
most muddy if not cold ouougli to rot tho 
bulbs. 
Plenty of water must bo supplied. 


This box was a sight to be remembered 
wbon once seou—simply a mabs of blos- 
soms and probably half a dozen stalks 
nearly from each big bulb. The blossoms 
wero all double except those produced by 
one bulb.—Boston Globo.

DUTcrenc*. 


Witb the'Italian method tho fencer'only 


lookp to touch bis adversary, and to that 
end all means are good. He runs, jumps 
and leaps upon bis adversary like a tiger, 
bo fences with his anus drawn back to Ills 
body—in fact, he fences no more, but usoa 
bis foil as ho would a dagger. When he is 
on thu defensive, ho performs regular cir- 
cles with his foil uud uses it as he would a 
cane. 


With the Italian method one must have 


a great quickness of legs, for If the fencer 
attacks you with a jump and docs not 
touch yon he will at once jump back 
to the end of the room to avoid >our re- 
poster. It is what I call "parry witb your 
legs." Now, if you lourn to use u foil, it 
is to parry with that foil, not to run away 
in order to give you a chance to leap again. 
It is all right to retreat, but not too much. 
I prefer to bo touched rather than to run 
away from an attack. One step back is 
quite sufficient. 


Iu the French method the teacher's aim 


is to give his pupil all the eleganco possi- 
ble in ouoh one of his movements. No jerky 
movements must bo executed, for it is nec- 
essary that the pull should have no still- 
ness in the shoulder, while ho must imag- 
ine that ho is holding in his lingers a pen, 
not u toil. This is especially true for the 
feints, where the fingering plays the big- 
gest part in fooling your adversary In tho 
parade. 
The point of the foil must move 


and turn without the hand moving from 
its regular position. Of course it takes a 
great deal of practice. Tho teacher never 
allows a pupil to enter into a contest with 
anybody until he knows how to mako a 
frank attack with the arm extended with- 
out jumping or to parry without running 
away. 
1C ho enters into a contest without 


theso qualities, ho will naturally become n 
fencer of the Italian style and find that 
his touchos are not counted according to 
American rules. 


When a pupil is entering an assault and 


is touched by his adversary, he must.be 
able to tell what kind of an attack bo ban 
made or what attack his adversary has 
mado on him. 
Thou he becomes iv good 


feucor, for he uses judgment. In tho 
li'ruuch method tho contest is supposed to 
show elogauce, quickness and good breed- 
Ing between the adversaries, aud not a 
regular rough and tumble as It does in the 
Italian method.—Minneapolis Times.
